WASHINGTON (AP) - Con­ 
gress, seeking to wrap up its 
business and go home for the 
year, is voting on whether to 
override a presidential veto and 
whether to extend the federal 
revenue-sharing proggam.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
portion of hospital fees that 25 
million Medicare beneficiaries 
have to pay out of their own 
pockets was boosted a record 
19 per cent today by the Social 
Security Administration. 


The hike, effective next Jan. 
1, means that an elderly or dis­ 
abled person entering a hospi­ 
tal in 1977 will be responsible 
for the first $124 of the initial 
bill, covering up to two months, 
compared 
with 
the 
present 
charge of $104. 
Similar increases apply to the 
share of costs that must be bor­ 
ne by the patient for extended 


stays in a hospital or skilled 
nursing home. 
Social Security Commisioner 
Jam es B. Cardwell said the in­ 
crease is necessary to keep 
pace with hospital costs, which 
have been shooting up at more 
than twice the overall cost of 
living. 
Medicare covers all hospital 
charges for up to the first 60 
days except for an amount 
which, in theory, represents the 
cost on the day of admission. 
Under the federal formula de­ 
signed to balance off inflation, 
the price of that first — and 
supposedly average — day goes 
up $20. In fact, however, the 


computations lag behind actual 
costs by about two years. 
After the patient picks up the 
bill next year, Medicare will pay 
through the 60th day. 
But then further increases 
apply which, for some patients, 
could prove even more dear. 
They will have to pay $31 daily 
out of their own pockets for the 
01st through the 90th day, up 
from the present $26 daily. 
Post-hospital 
stays 
lasting 
more than 20 days in a skilled 
nursing home will require bene­ 
ficiaries to pay $15.20 daily for 
the 2lst through the 100th day, 
up from the present $13. 
Medicare patients who must 


be hospitalized more than 90

Man sought for bank robberies 


MARQUAND, Mo. (AP) - 
Not 
far

where Jesse 
Jam es used to prowl, police 
have mounted a search for an 
elusive 
backwoodsman 
who 
they say is responsible for two 
or three bank robberies over 
the past eight months. 
As darkness settled over the 
rugged Ozark 
foothill 
coun­ 
tryside Wednesday night, police 
on horseback and using blood­ 
hounds continued their hunt for 
Jam es A. Brooks, but the High­ 
way Patrol’s plane was ground­ 
ed because of gathering gray 
skies. 
“He’s a pretty good wood­ 
sman,” 
said 
Capt. 
Wayne 
Brooks, commander of the pa­ 
trol’s Poplar Bluff headquar­ 
ters. "The area is so densely 
wooded up there, you just can 
hardly observe anything from 
the air at all.” 
The FBI and Highway Patrol 
have been looking for the 29- 
year-old Brooks since last Feb­ 


ruary, when they charged him 
with the $8,000 robbery of the 
Bank of Caledonia. He is also 
charged with the July 18 holdup 
of the Belgrade State Bank, in 
which $6,000 was taken. 
The area in which the rob­ 
beries have taken place is 
about 100 miles south of St. 
Louis. 
The search for Brooks in­ 
tensive after Tuesday’s robbery 
of the Bank of Marquand in 
which $10,000 was taken by a 
man dressed in a hunter’s cam ­ 
ouflage outfit. Police later iden­ 
tified him as Brooks, but he 
has not been formally charged 
with that crime. 
“We feel it’s the sam e m an,"

Dobbs, 
assistant 
agent in charge of the FBI’s St. 
Louis office. “ He seems to be 
more or less like a Robin 
Hood.” 
Those 
who 
went to

school with Brooks in Caledonia 
say he is an avid outdoorsman, 


familiar with every tree of the 
Clark National Forest which 
spreads out over southeast Mis­ 
souri. 
“We’re giving it the full court 
press,” Dobbs said. “We’ve got 
some pretty good leads on the 
guy’s activities for the last few 
days. We found a lean-to in the 
woods a few miles from Mar­ 
quand, and have found wit­ 
nesses putting him in the woods 


as of a couple three days ago.” 
He said police believe Brooks 
goes back to live in the woods 
after each holdup, and that he 
is getting assistance “ from a 
few close friends.” 
“ It’s a close-knit area. He’s a 
local character, but there are 
no haboring warrants out yet,” 
Dobbs said.

Taxpayers' Money Put to Flight

WASHINGTON -- The 
Lockheed military-industrial 
empire is now so heavily sub­ 
sidized by the taxpayers that the 
company allegedly has siphoned 
government money into its com­ 
mercial projects. 
Federal investigators have ac­ 
cused Lockheed of channeling 
more than $45 million of the tax­ 
payers’ money into such com­ 
mercial developments as the L- 
011 jetliner. 
This was accomplished 
through a complex bookkeeping 
maneuver. In its simplest IbiTn. 
the technique was to comminute 
costs from nongovernment work 
with costs from government con­ 
tracts. explain the investigators. 
U is alleged that Lockheed 
charged to defense contracts 
some costs that actually went 
into building the civilian 
jetliners. Thus the inwitting tax­ 
payer wound up helping finance 
the company’s commercial en­ 
deavors. 
It is small wonder that 
Lockheed had trouble separat­ 
ing its government and commer­ 
cial bookkeeping, for the in- 
dusinai colossus did a whopping 
$2.2 billion in government busi­ 
ness last year. At the pleading of 
President Ford. Congress also 
granted $200 million in federal 


loan guarantees to keep the 
company from going bankrupt. 
Its hooks, therefore, are sup­ 
posed to be.open to government 
auditors. But as we reported in 
July, the Defense Contract Audit 
Agency was barred from in­ 
specting Lockheed’s books. The 
company preferred to deal with 
the more lenient Renegotiation 
Board. 
The audit agency', neverthe­ 
less. has been investigating 
Lockheed's vast California aero­ 
space facilities. S eattle 
shipyards and Marietta, Ga.. 
complex. The Renegotiation 
Board, for its part, assigned a 
special three-man committee to 
procure other financial data. 
The General Accounting Of­ 
fice, thereafter, asked to see 
Renegotiation Board's financial 
findings on Lockheed. This infor­ 
mation was submitted, together 
with a highly confidential cover­ 
ing letter, by Chairman Richard 
Holmquist. 
Although Holmquist’s letter 
doesn't specify the precise 
amount that Lockheed took from 
Peter to pay Paul, it is estimated 
that well over $45 million was in­ 
volved in the juggling operation 
in 1972 alone. 
President Ford, meanwhile, 
lias held down the Renegotiation 


Board's staff to less than 200. 
This has left too few watchdogs 
to keep an eye on the skuldugg­ 
ery of the industrial giants. 
While the President pinches pen­ 
nies. his industrial pals ap­ 
parently are stealing millions. 
Footnote: Lockheed has 
denied knowledge of any diver­ 
sion of funds from government 
to commercial purposes. The 
Defense Contract Audit Agency 
and the Renegotiation Board 
declined comment. Meanwhile, 
Rep. Jo6ph Minish. D.-N.J.. is 
seeking to give the audit agency 
a larger role in checking the 
books of government contrac­ 
tors. His legislation has been 
sidetracked, however, by friends 
of the industrialists. 
HARTKE HOWLS: The nor­ 
mally amiable Sen. Vance 
Hartke. D.-Ind., howled with in­ 
dignation over our report that 
his daughter Sandra had found 
employment with a union and 
and insurance company that 
benefited from the senator’s 
votes.

They may not realize it, but 
the striking teachers are still 
teaching, even though they may 
be holding a picket sign outside 
a school building instead of a 
textbook in a classroom. They 
are giving their students an 
impressive lesson in the power 
of organization, and of the right 
of people to get together to 
bargain collectively with their 
employer and to withhold their 
services if necessary.

many - 
teachers will take the time later 
to give their students an equally 
as impressive lesson in the 
responsibilities that are the 
other side of that right 
They might point out, for 
example, that there is always an 
interested third party to any 
labor dispute—the public—and 
that it is the public that always 
ultimately foots the bill for the 
settlement. In the case of a 
factory strike, it is the 
customers for the product that is 
manufactured. In the case of a 
school or other municipal ser­ 
vices strike, it is the taxpayers. 
That being true, the public is 
fully justified in expecting 
greater value received for the 
greater financial outlay it is 
called upon to make. 
Teachers might also discuss 
the underlying reason for most 
strikes today, which is the 
natural desire of people to keep 
up with inflation and the rising 
cost of living. They might 
usefully explore with their 
students to what degree this" 
inflation is the result of too 
many Americans demanding too 
many benefits from government 


without being willing to pay for 
them—again, the imbalance 
between rights and respon­ 
sibilities. 
The teachers are teaching, but 
far too often ft is the wrong 
lesson.

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Paralyze the U.S.? 
Federal employes 
union 
threatens to slow down the 
entire Government 
WASHINGTON - An now one 
of the brashest and biggest 
national federal employes’ 
unions bluntly, and with con­ 
siderable 
collective chest 
thumping, 
is 
threatening 
literally to slow down the U.S. 
government. 
This would be a mass - and 
massive - felony. Punishable by 
a year and a day in prison. But 
in the past week, some 2,000 
delegates to the American 
Federation of Government 
Employes national convention, 
under militantly new leader­ 
ship, have told ft» pubic that it’s 
about time we, the people, 
learned how hard the federal 
civil service works and how 
much more money the 2,900,000 
federal employes must get in 
their upcoming raise. 
And to prove to the public how 
really indispensable these 
suffering employes are, they 
will protest failure to get the full 
amount they’re seeking ~ by 
working “by-the-rule,” or by the 
book 
or by ancient job 
descriptions, classifications and 
the small print evolving from 
the gaslight era. 
They warned that this would 
slow mailing of Social Security 
checks to the aged; benefit 
payments to the ex-servicemen 
and women and others depen­ 
dent 
on 
the 
Veterans 
Administration; tie up or snarl 
air traffic; get poultry and meat 
inspection down to a crawl and 
stall military shipments and 
care of missiles. 
Most vital of all would be the 
disruption of the “delivery" of 
health services. 
Presumably at the Pentagon, 
Secretary Don Rumsfeld would 
have to use smoke signals in­ 
stead of the computertized 
communications systems. No 
gag, this. 
Actually the AFGE leaders, 
tumultuously assembled this 
past week, said that ‘‘the protest 
action will be tempered in those 
areas where both the lives, 
health or safety of American 
citizens would be endangered." 
But, added the federal union’s 
high command, which speaks 
for some 600,000 civil service 
employes, all this is threatened 
by a reduction in government 
employes and the failure of 
President Ford to grant them 
higher wages. Actually the 
slashing of the AFGE wage hike 
demands down to a 4.63 per cent 
increase was mandated by the 
Congress and not Mr. Ford. 
Further, the Civil Service 
Commission reports that an 
additional 19,000 federal em­ 
ployes were hired in July - the 
moat recent figure. A good many 
of the new personnel were taken 
aboard by the Departments of 
Interior, HEW, Apiculture and 
Defense. Only the Postal Service 
work force was trimmed. 
And what the big union further 


demands is the retention of a 1 
per cent “kicker” bonus, an 
annual topping by that amount 
of each yearly Cost of Living 
Allowance for retirees 
This 
practice has just bean kited by 
the Congress. 
Today federal pensions take 
917 billion annually out of the 
U.S. Treasury and by 1965 the 
cost may be almost 945 billion a 
year. 
But, says the union, failure to 
get what it wants “jeopardizes 
the delivery of those services” - 
meaning lives, health or safety 
of American citizens. The words 
are theirs. 
For the moment there's no 
need to address oneself to the 
issues here. Point is there is 
very little which can be 
negotiated under the Federal 
Civil Service law. The right to 
strike the federal government, 
or slow it down, or to go to im­ 
passe fact-finding is non­ 
existent. The Congress makes 
the broad decisions on wages 
and fringes. 
Thus, the “work-to-rule," or 
by the book, is a slowdown 
maneuver towards the actual 
striking of the federal gover­ 
nment. Such as in France. 
Some of the AFGE leaders 
appear to believe they are on the 
bricks in a hospital strike. Those 
supposedly gentle civil servants 
turned tiger, for example, when 
they got out of their car pools at 
the U.S. Department of Labor. 
This citadel of workers’ rights 
is staffed by members of the 
AFGE’s turbulent Lodge 12. * 
They’ve raised hell in the 
corridors. They’ve roared at 
“the bosses.” They’ve seized the 
office of an Assistant Secretary 
of Labor. They’ve "sat-ia" 
They gave ex-Labor Secretary 
Pete Brennan a hard time. And 
more recently they’ve badly 
shaken up the incumbent Bill 
Usery with those internal 
demonstrations and threates. 
It’s all so tough he has had to 
call in a specil three-man 
mediation committee headed by 
the dean of mediators and 
meditators, Dave Cole of Harry 
Truman 
and 
Dwight 
Eisenhower days. 
The Lodge 12 brothers and 
sisters want the department all 
tied up for themselves, it’s 
reported. They want promotions 
and other upward an sideways 
mobility and improvements to 
go to “in-house" staffers. This 
freezes out AFGE members in 
other deportments. 
It’s all very embarrassing for 
Bill Usery - as it was when the 
Lodge members threatened to 
picket a Labor Department 
celebration recently at the 
Kennedy Center. 
Most of this has bssn behind 
the scenes. The sovereign 
government cf the UJ. is being 
roared at, 
threatened and 
mocked by some of its own 
employes. Who gave them the 
right? Why is no one roaring 
back? Ifee people have the right 
to know.

He 
smoked at least two packs of 
cigarets every day for 30 years.

And it 
will deny those who loved Mm of 
the pleasure of his beautiful 
presence.

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still good despite pressures of work 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - The 
social stress of a daily job, long 
thought to be responsible for 
the susceptibility of men to 
heart disease, has not had the 
same effect on women, says an 
expert in coronary medicine. 
Dr. William Hazzard, a re­ 
searcher at the University of 
Washington, told a symposium 
of the American Heart Associ­ 
ation Wednesday that although 
more and more women are fac­ 
ing the pressures of the work­ 
ing world, they still have a "re­ 
markable resistance to coro­ 
nary disease” and now outlive 
men longer than ever. 
The new evidence has left re­ 
searchers baffled about female 
resistance to coronary disease. 
Hazzard said another popular 
theory, that the female hor­ 
mone estrogen helped combat 
heart disease, has 
recently 
been discounted 
“For a wMle, we were even 
giving estrogen to men in hopes 
of preventing a second heart at­ 


tack. It didn’t work,” he said. 
Aside from old age, being 
male is the biggest contributing 
factor to heart disease in West­ 
ern societies, Hazzard said. 
Men are four times as likely 
as women to suffer heart dis­ 
ease in middle age as women, 
he said. The longevity gap be­ 
tween the sexes — an Ameri­ 
can woman’s average life span 
is now 76, compared with 68 for 
men — is ever-widening. 


It had been widely believed 
among scientists that males in 
industrialized nations were sub­ 
jected to more socioeconomic 
stress than women were, and 
were therefore more prone to 
heart ailments. 
Hazzard said scientists be­ 
lieved that one solution might 
be “to ease some of the sociolo­ 
gical factors and put less em­ 
phasis on all the machismo 
jazz.” 


But many women have now 
entered 
the 
anxiety-ridden 
world of business, 
Hazzard 
said, and there is no evidence 
they are any more susceptible 
to heart disease than they ever 
were.

In fact, he added, when h eart. 
disease rates began to decline * 
in the last few years, the de­ 
cline among women was much 
more dramatic than among 
men.

Accident brings 3-state traffic delay 


CAIRO, 111. - A truck loaded 
with frozen waffles caused a 
massive tie-up in tri-etate traffic 
Wednesday morning when it 
apparently hit the guardrails of 
the Ohio River bridge and 
overturned. 


The driver of the truck is 
listed in satisfactory condition 
by the Western Baptist Hospital 
at Paducah, Ky., whore he was 
taken by ambulance, with what 
police termed serious injuries. 


The accident happened at 
about 3 a.m. Billy Joe Carlton, 
34, of rural Trenton, Tenn. was 
driving the semi toward Cairo 


and apparently hit the 
bridge 
guardrails at a curve near the 
Kentucky approach. 
Kentucky Department of 
Transportation officials said 
about 100 to 150 feet of the 
guardrail and some of the 
curbing was damaged. 
When the truck turned over, it 
completely blocked traffic on 
the bridge, but by about 9:30 
workers at the scene had 
managed to move the truck over 
enough to allow one-way traf- 
flee. 


At one point, traffic was 
backed all the way to Wickliffe, 


Ky., on Highway 60-51 from the 
bridge, 
to the south edge of 
Cairo in Illinois and the nor­ 
thbound lane of traffic on the 
Mississippi River bridge from 
Missouri to Cairo was backed as 
far as one could see.

State Board o f Education adopts $663 million budget

JEFFERSON CITY - The 
financial 
problems of local 
schools were the basic concern 
of the State Board of Education 
as it adopted a 1977-78 budget 
request of more than $663 
million 
at 
its 
September 
meeting. 
Of the $663 million total, more 
than 99 per cent would go to the 
local schools and-or for the 
training of the handicapped. 
Approximately $158.2 million 
of the budget request would 
come from federal funds. 
The request represents an 
increase of about $53.6 million 
over current year funding. Of 
this, more than $27 million 
would go into the School 
Foundation Program, bringing 
this total to $456 million. 
Approximately $18 million of 
the increase would go for ex­ 
panded federal programs, in­ 
cluding food services, adult 
basic 
education, 
vocational 
programs 
and expected 
in­ 
creases of Title I (educationally 
deprived children) funding. 
“The 
preparation 
of 
this 
budget has been difficult,” said 
Commissioner 
of 
Education 
Arthur L. Mallory. “Keeping in 
mind 
that there are great 
pressures 
on 
the 
sta te ’s 
financial resources, we’ve also 
had to be aware that many 
school districts are now in 
deficit spending and that their 
financial problems, particularly 
with inflation, are becoming 
increasingly severe. To strike 
an appropriate balance between 
resources and local needs has 
been and continues to be the 
major challenge.

Mallory added, “we had to think 
of the student in the classroom.

Dr. Lamb 
DEAR DR. LAMB - 1 am a 
woman 51 years of age and 
have a little high blood 
pressure but have it under 
control. My big problem is my 
legs. 
I sit all day sewing at a 
factory. The calves of my legs 
swell terribly. I have been to a 
number of doctors. No one 
knows what it is. Also the 
hamstrings above my knees 
hurt. My Tegs are very tight at 
night. I lie down 10 minutes 
and all the swelling leaves. 
What could it be? I don't drink 
milk. Am I low on calcium or 
vitamin C or iron? I am 
overweight. 
If you could help me it 
would be a new life for me. 
DEAR READER - I doubt 
it is a deficiency in your diet. 
And apparently you do not 
have varicose vein problems. 
Your history suggests that it 
is related to your sitting. This 
is an important point for 
many people. 
When you sit with pressure 
against the back of the thighs 
and sometimes with added 
pressure at the edge of the 
seat of the chair, you press 
hard on the veins that drain 
the legs. The pressure can 
cause faulty emptying of the 
veins. It has been known to 
result in clots forming in the 
veins, for example, after long 
airplane flights with improper 
seating. 
Your overweight problem 
may contribute to the 
condition. I would suggest 
that you pay particular 
attention to your seat and 
make sure it fits you so that 
the pressure is directly on 
your pelvic bones with little or 
no pressure on the muscular 
part of your thighs. Also get 


up regularly and stretch your 
legs. Anyone who has to sit 
long periods of time would be 
wise to follow the same 
advice. 
DEAR DR. LAMB - I 
would a p p r e c ia te any 
information you could give me 
on hypoglycem ia. Is it 
possible that a person would 
feel worse when first going on 
a hypoglycemia diet? 
DEAR READER - Yes, 
you 
can 
fe e l 
w orse. 
Particularly if you really 
don’t have hypoglycemia. The 
diagnosis is made far too 
often in people who really 
have o th er p ro b lem s, 
including anxiety, instead of 
hypoglycemia. I am afraid the 
diagnosis is often used as a 
wastebasket to label all sorts 
of ill defined complaints that 
appear to have no ready 
explanation. 
the diagnosis should never 
be made unless it can be 
demonstrated that typical 
symptoms occur at the same 
time that a low blood glucose 
value is documented. Low 
blood sugar levels without 
symptoms during testing is 
not a satisfactory basis for the 
diagnosis. Symptoms, which 
could be caused by other 
things, without the low blood 
glucose reading cannot be 
used alone for a diagnosis. 
Many hypoglycemia diets 
are low carbohydrate diets. 
The sharp reduction of 
carbohydrate intake to 
extrem ely low levels in 
normal people leads to loss of 
salt, water and chemical 
imbalance and may cause a 
person to feel tired, faint, or 
have a headache. If you don’t 
have hypoglycemia and that is 
the diet you have been given 
— a so called high protein diet 
— that may be your problem.

JEFFERSON CITY - How 
much federal assistance can 
8ie average Missouri farmer 
expect this year from federal 
loans being processed by the 
Farmers

istration (FHA)? Not much 
say some state agricultural of­ 
ficials.

loans have received much 
publicity from the media and 
state officials, less than 10 per 
cent of Missouri farmers are 
expected to use them. 
“I doubt the low-interest 
federal loans will help the 
average farmer very much," 
C. R. Johnston, president of 
Missouri

Federation, said. 
Many 
drought-stricken 
farmers say that eligibility 
requirements for the low- 
interest 
loans 
are 
too 
restrictive and help only a 
few. 
Gene 
Cunningham 
of 
Columbia, chairman of the 
state Agricultural Disaster 
Committee, said other federal 


assistance programs are not 
so restrictive and have been 
geared to help all farmers 
suffering 
losses. 
These 
programs place no financial 
limitations on the farmer, and 
assistance is based on the 
need of the farm. 
Federal 
assistance 
programs of this type include 
federal relief payments to 
farmers 
with substantial 
reductions in feed grain, 
wheat and cotton due to 
circumstances beyond their 
control, federal assistance for 
the transportation of hay to 
drought-stricken areas and an 
emergency feed program for 
livestock farmers. 
Federal relief payments in 
1974 totalled $31.9 million, but 
this figure dropped to $14.2

County 
FHA supervisors across the 
state agree most farm loans 
are being handled by private 
Economic index drops 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
government index designed to 
anticipate 
future 
economic 
trends feO during August for 
the first time since the current 
recovery began, the govern­ 
ment reported today. 
The Commerce Department 
said its composite index of 
leading indicators fell 1.5 per 
cent in August, due primarily 
to a higher layoff rate in manu­ 
facturing and reduced business 
spending. 
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The drop is the first since 
February, 1975, and the largest 
since the 3.4 per cent decline a 
month before that. 
A decline in the index is gen­ 
erally a signal of slower growth 
in the economy. The initial re­ 
port is subject to substantial re­ 
vision, so that the initial figures 
are not necessarily solid. Most 
economists consider a three- 
month drop or increase in the 
index to be necessary before 
they consider a change in di­ 
rection for the economy is in­ 
dicated. 
But the index drop does come 
after three consecutive months 
of a rising unemployment rate 
despite growing employment 
and in the midst of what ad­ 
ministration economists consid­ 
er a lull in economic growth.

Showing gains in nearly every 
category, Southeast Missouri 
State University’s official on- 
campus fall enrollment is a 
record 8,067 an increase of 151 
students over a year ago, 
reports Registrar Alton Bray. 
In a related matter, Housing 
Director Shelton “Butch” Smith 
reported that the university’s 
residence halls are more than 
100 
per 
cent 
occupied. 
Occupancy in auxiliary housing, 
which includes some rooms at 
the Town House Motel and the 
Foster 
House 
apartm ent 
building which the university 
leased for the fall semester, is 
slightly below 100 per cent, 
Smith said. 
Both Bray and Smith ad­ 
dressed the university's board of 
regents. 
Smith said that 17 of the 38 
apartments in the Fountain 
Plaza, an apartment building 
which Southeast Missouri State 
leased this summer to provide 
married student housing, are 
occupied. 
Expressing optimism that the 
building would be full for the 
second semester, he noted it was 
good that the demand for the 
married student apartments 
was not any greater for this 
semester, since some of the 
items needed to furnish the units 
had not arrived by the start of 
school. He also noted that the 
university 
had 
experienced 
some electrical and plumbing 
problems in the building. 
The housing director said he 
expects to be able to house all 
single students on the campus 
for the spring semester, and 
there should be no need to 
continue the Town House Motel 
and Foster House leases. 
In his report, Bray said, “We 
are probably at about capacity 
in our enrollment. There were 
probably 200 students who did 
not show up this fall because we 
couldn’t house them.” 
The registrar added that 215 
students who were on hand when 
school began have now dropped 
out. They are not reflected in the 
enrollment total, he said. 
This fall’s student body in­ 
cludes 1,829 first-time freshmen 
and a total freshman class of 
3,008.

sophomores in the student body, 
1,292 juniors, 1,477 seniors and 
670 graduate students. 
Only in the junior and 
graduate student categories are 
the figures lower than last year.

"Because Missouri is in 
such a disastrous situation, 
the possibility of modification 
in the form of amended 
legislation is not totally out.

Worst afflicted was 
Pennsylvania, where some 20 
separate strikes involved 4,500 
teachers and affected more than 
85,000 children 
Planned strikes in other cities, 
as in Boston, Philadelphia and 
Tacoma. Wash., were averted 
at the Uth hour Eventually all 
the strikes will be settled and 
teachers can get down to the 
business of teaching and their 
pupils to the business of lear­ 
ning—until next time. 
No uninformed outsider is 
qualified to pass judgment on 
the merits of any of these 
disputes, but the fact that the 
teacher strike has become a 
routine phenomenon is a matter 


of concern to all Americans, 
whether or not they have school- 
age children.

We note, 
however, that in the past few 
years teachers in both public 
and private schools have won 
im pressive 
financial 
gains 
commensurate with their vital 
role in society. No longer is the 
teacher one of the lowest figures 
on the economic totem pole. 
Unfortunately, there is ac­ 
cumulating evidence that higher 
teacher pay has not been ac­ 
companied by higher academic 
achievement among the nation s 
youth. 
They may not realize it, but 
the striking teachers are still 
teaching, even though they may 
be holding a picket sign outside 
a school building instead of a 
textbook in a classroom. They 
are giving their students an 
impressive lesson in the power 
of organization, and of the right 
of people to get together to 
bargain collectively with their 
employer and to withhold their 
services if necessary.

nary disease” and now outlive 
men longer than ever. 
The new evidence has left re­ 
searchers baffled about female 
resistance to coronary disease. 
Hazzard said another popular 
theory, that the female hor­ 
mone estrogen helped combat 
heart 
disease, 
has 
recently 
been discounted. 
“For a while, we were even 
giving estrogen to men in hopes 
of preventing a second heart at­ 


tack. It didn't work,” he said 
Aside from old age. being 
male is the biggest contributing 
factor to heart disease in West­ 
ern societies, Hazzard said 
Men are four times as likely 
as women to suffer heart dis­ 
ease in middle age as women, 
he said. The longevity gap be­ 
tween the sexes — an Ameri­ 
can woman's average life span 
is now 76, compared with 68 for 
men — is ever-widening 


It had been widely believed 
among scientists that males in 
industrialized nations were sub­ 
jected to more socioeconomic 
stress than women were, and 
were therefore more prone to 
heart ailments. 
Hazzard said scientists be­ 
lieved that one solution might 
be “to ease some of the sociolo­ 
gical factors and put less em­ 
phasis on all the machismo 
jazz.” 


But many women have now 
entered 
the 
anxiety-ridden 
world

business, 
Hazzard 
said, and there is no evidence 
they are any more susceptible 
to heart disease than they ever 
were

In fact, he added, when heart _ 
"* disease rates began to decline
